of the atmosphere and its phenom- 
ena. 

Charles F. Brooks, J. Warren 
Smith and C. Le Roy Meisinger, 
meteorologists attached to the 
Weather Bureau at Washington, told 
of. various phases of weather fore- 
casting. 

Brooks said that the chief progress 
in the Weather Bureau during 1919 
was that in working up information 
of value to aviators. He said that 
the bureau’s chartings were a factor 
in the success of the transatlantic 
flight of the NC-4.

The real 
problem, therefore, is to define what 
is meant by a cold season or a wirm 
season. lor business purposes, this 
definition relates to extremes of ‘eimn- 
peratures and their duration. As 
will be shown later, the sale of cer- 
tain seasonable articles depentls 
largely upon what is commonly 
called a cold spell or a hot spell. In 
the Central West the demand for ice- 
skates, for instance, hangs principal- 
ly upon low temperatures sometime 
between Nov. 1 and Dec. 25. These 
lowy temperatures may last only a 
few days, but within that period ‘hey 
are very effective in causing the sale 
of skates, even though the remainder 
of the two months may be only mod- 
erately cold. For the purpose of 
this report, therefore, there have 
chosen the extreme temperatures of 
both heat and cold as recorded at 
St. Louis by months from 1879 to 
1918, inclusive. In order to have

William Osler, noted physician, who

here last evening. 


One of Greatest Men sprung From 
,» Canadian Soil. 

Sir William Osler was one of the 
great men Who sprang from Cana- 
dian soil. He was born in 1849 in 
the Province of Ontario and grew 
to be the most distinguished of four 
distinguished sons of a famous 
mother, the hundredth anniversary 
of whose birth was celebrated at To- 


_ronto on Dec. 14, 1905. 


His first preceptor was the parish 
ptiest, to whom he acknowledged his 
moral and mental indebtedness and 
to whom he inscribed one of his 


learned works-—'‘'The Practice of | 


Medicine.”’ 
Receiving his medical degree from 


M@Gill University in 1872, pr. Osler | 


placed the imprint of his ability on 
médical learning to such a marked 
degree that within a few veein . he 
hecame an accepted authority tn 
medical science. His great art lay 


in his skill in diagnosis and his pro- | 


found knowledge of all the parts and 
functions of the human body and 
the various ills of nature, if such a 


thing could be. He was a specialist | 


in all departments of medicine. 

The late George Murray describ- 
ed him as “a gnan of great and ver- 
satile genius.” The Province of On- 
tario characterized him as among 
the greatest living Canadians. 

Preached Gospel of Work. 

No small part of Dr. Osler'’s work 
lay in his directing influence on the 
lites of others. His precepts were 
broad and sound. Thousands of 
young men from all lands came under 
the eye of this teacher, and thou- 
sands learned the lessons that he 
taught through his writings. Above 
all he urged work, so that the temp- 
tations of early or later vears might 
be avoided. To the youth he said: 

“There are other altars than that 
of Venus on which to light your fires, 
young man-~—work, incessant hard, 
earnest work.’’ 

Of Dr. Osler it has been said: 

“A more jovial joker. a more epi- 


grammatic and witty member of SO- | 
elety never made an after-dinner | 


spécch.”’

Advécates Retirement. 

Dr. Osler remained silent on the 
fubject for a considerable period and 
then issued a statement in which he 
declared: 

“TI did Aot Say men at 60 should be 
chloroformed. That was the point 
in the novel to which I referred and 
upon which the plot hinged.” 

The novel in quéstion was “Tre 
Fixed Period,” written by Anthony 
Trollope in, 1882: 

Pr. Osler. was criticised by the 
Public and press generally. and in 
answer to these he said: “The crit!- 
clams havé not shaken my convic- 
tions that the telling work of ‘he 
world ha& been done, and is done, by 
men under 40 years of age. The ex- 
ceptions Which have been given only 
iustrate the rule. 

“at would be to the general good if 
men at 60 were retired from active 
work. We should miss the energis 
of somé:¥oung-old men, but, on the 
whole, it- would be of greater service 
to the sexagenarii themselves.” 

Notwithstanding his views on this 
subject, Dr. Osler himself remained 
in active practice until the close of 
his life. Having served in Johns 
Hopkins to 1905, he was called at the 
age of 56, to Oxford University as 
regius prédfessor of medicine, the 
highest honor in the bestowal of 
British institutions of learning. For 
his great services in medicine he was 
knighted and created a Baronet by 
King George af» his coronation in 
1911. During the war he rendered 
Rreat services to the empire as or- 


Ranizer and counsellor, and was one. 


of the leaders of the recent concerted 
movement to bring British medical 
*ducation to the highest plane of 
thoroughness.
